PREVALENCE  OF  AM)  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  Town  was  almost  entirely  free  from  Infectious  Disease  during  the 
year.  There  was  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  Notified,  and  this  wae 
a doubtful  case,  and  one  case  of  Pnuemonia. 

The  C6\ancil  had  appr'ovcd  a scheme  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  in 
1927>  but  up  to  the  middle  of  153;^  cnl^;  about  3^  children  had  been 
treated*  Ix  was  decided  to  moviify  this  scheme  so  as  to  reduce  the 
injections  from  three  per  child  to  two,  which  incidentally  reduced 
the  cost  per  child  by  more  than  half,  and  letters  were  sent  to  all 
parents  through  the  schools  ai-'.d  Welfare  Centre  explaining  the 
advantages  of  immunisation.  Thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the 
teachers  thj.s  met  with  irameii.ate  response,  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  the  number  of  children  that  recei\’'ed  treatment  was  as  follows  :0

Ct  school  age 11  6.  Total, . , 128.

Although  these  figures  fall  short  of  what  corzld  be  considered 
really  satisfactory,  they  show  a good  advance  on  previous  years.

• 5cc.  at  an  interval  of  f ovu*  weeks.
